AMERICAN  LIBRARY  TRUSTEE  ASSOCIATION  INSTITUTE.  A  preconference  institute  for 
Library  Trustees  will  be  held  July  8-9,  1961,  at  the  Sheraton-Cleveland  Hotel, 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  as  a  part  of  the  80th  annual  conference  of  the  American  Libr- 
ary Association.  This  institute  is  being  sponsored  by  the  School  of  Library 
Science,  VJestern  Reserve  University,  Cleveland,  and  the  American  Library  Trus- 
tee Association. 

Under  the  general  theme,  "Blueprint  for  Action,"  the  workshop  will  deal 
with  situations  trustees  face  in  meeting  the  expanding  opportunities  for 
libraries  in  the  60's;  examine  the  policy-making  function  of  trustees  in  re- 
lation to  expanding  services,  program  planning,  relations  v^i  th  the  community, 
budgeting,  legislation,  etc;  introduce  sources  of  information  on  specific 
trustee  functions  and  methods  of  using  these. 

Registration  is  being  limited  to  250  persons  with  advance  registration 
required  (June  26,  deadline).   The  fee  is  $17.00  will  cover  cost  of  regis- 
tration, banquet  and  luncheon.
